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EASTERN TRAINING GOSSIP. 

Of eastern racing and training prospects, the 
New York San of Monday, says: 

"The advent of the racing season in the east 
is the signal for mach activity among horse- 
men, who tigare on fillowing the Jockey Club’s 
schedale, and this week promises to be an ex- 
ceptionally bnsy one, as the curtain will be 
rung up at Bennings on next Monday. Many 
trainers from the metropolitan tracks have 
already left for Washington, B'rom Morris Park, 
John fiynes has sent on his entire string, in" 
eluding Brisk, Glonoine, Charagrace and four 
two-year-olds. James McLaughlin has shipped 
all his racers, with the exception of Lady Lind- 
say and Diminutive. Tom Healey also left 
there with about a dozen, A carload will be 
shipped from the Gravesend track tomorrow. 

“ 'Father Bill’ Daly is sending six. 

“The Long Island courses were crowded with 
visitors yesterday afternoon watching the 
thoroughbreds at work. The tracks had dried 
well about noon and some real good work fol- 
lowed. The Handicap candidates quartered at 
Brighton Beach were the center of attraction. 
Charles Oxx sent Peep o’ Day a mile and a 
furlong at a rattling good clip. The big fellow 
will be in fine shape for the chief event at 
Gravesend. Jim Boden sent Don d’Oro a mile 
at a two-minute clip, Ordeal and Curio follow- 
ing for the last half mile. Ordeal is looking 
well and is fast, putting on flesh as he works. 
William Lakeland’s string was greatly ad- 
mired. The ‘gift horse,’ Maximo Gomez, never 
looked so well. He is fully 200 pounds heavier 
than when last seen racing, Gomez and George 
Boyd had a nice gallop over a mile. 

"At Sheepshead Bay several strings were out. 
Marcus Daly’s horses were worked in bunches 
by trainer Mossom, and they romped through 
the stretch at a lively gait. Ed Hughes gave 
some excellent work to the Kensico string. 
Bannock negotiated a mile, and Jack Point and 
Effervescent were sent seven furlongs at top 
speed. The two-year-olds went five furlongs. 
Lew Elmore, Tom Green and J. Kneale were 
busy with their strings. Ed Tiffin sent the 
Handicap candidate, Pink Coat, a mile and a 
half gallop. Captain Sigsbee and the young- 
sters were let off with light work. 

"At Gravesend the track was pretty heavy. 
M. F. Dwyer’s half brother to Clifford and the 
full brother to Maximo Gomez had a ding-dong 
gallop of five furlongs. Robert, the grand look- 
ing son of Kingston, covered six furlongs at a 
fine clip. This youngster, by far the best look- 
ing of Kingston’s progeny, has been a cripple 
since a yearling from Borne muscular affection, 
but this spring he seems to be as well as any 
horse in training. Greatland and Kingdon 
went about six furlongs at good speed. Satin 
Slipper also did nice preparatory work. Frank 
McCabe pushed his horses along in good shape. 

“E. L. Graves sent the handicap candidate 
Box a rattling good mile. The horse was full 
of dash and his boy had all he could do to hold 
him. Green B. Morris sent his horses along. 
Lanky Bob’s work is greatly praised. J. G. Fol- 
lanbee’s Murillo is the candidate’s working 
mate. 

"Jockeys Hamilton and Harry Lewis are now 
daily at the track working bard. The former 
is exercising J, L. Holland’s horse Continental 
and others, while Lewis is doing good work for 
J. T. Elliott. Jockey O’Connor will arrive at 
the Gravesend racetrack on Tuesday morning 
and will work E. L. Graves’ horses until Brom- 
ley & Co.’s horses arrive at Morris Park. 
O’Connor will not ride at the Washington meet- 
ing. 

' “Interest in the spring handicaps is steadily 
increasing and eastern trainersare beginning to 
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realize that the south and west will have to be 
reckoned with when the pinch comes. In King 
Barleycorn a formidable factor has loomed up 
since the weights were annouced. This sturdy 
colt, by Kantaka — Nattot, has been cutting a 
wide swath at New Orleans recently, and he 
capped the climax last Saturday by winning 
the Crescent City Derby in impressive style. 
Even conservative horsemen are now inclined 
to the belief that, if ever a three-year-old is 
destined to win the Brooklyn Handicap, King 
Barleycorn is the animal. The {colt is engaged 
in the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct, to be run 
on April 17. He is weighted at 110 pounds, six 
pounds more than he is set to carry in the 
Metropolitan Handicap at Morris Park on May 
6. He is particularly well off in the Brooklyn, 
with only 99 pounds to carry, and gets off with 
100 pounds in the Suburban and 103 in the 
Brighton Handicap. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Tuesday’s Memphis Commercial-Appeal, says : 
“Robert Walden, who trains the A. H. & D. H. 
Morris horses, said yesterday that he expected 
to start both Manuel and Kentuckj Colonel in 
the Montgomery Handicap. He cannot account 
for Kentucky Colonel’s performance in the 
Crescent City Derby, unless the severe trial and 
the shipment to New Orleans knocked him out. 
The colt seemed to have plenty of speed, but 
chucked it up after he had been bumped into 
by Elmer S., just after pa-sing the half-mile 
pole. Jockey Littlefield stated that Kentucky 
Colonel sulked after the bumping episode, and 
would not run a foot. 

A dispatch from Chillicothe, O,, says that 
trainer Brossman left there Tuesday for Wash- 
ington with the fast western mare Imp in 
charge. This, of course, means that Imp is not 
to run at Memphis. She has no engagements at 
Bennings, but Brossman will have the advan- 
tage of the milder climate of Washington over 
that of New York in training her for her en- 
gagements at the metropolitan tracks. Imp is 
reported to be ia the best of health and condi- 
tion for training. Her career in the east will 
be closely followed by local turfmen. Her first 
engagement of importance is for the Metropol- 
itan Handicap at Morris Park, May 6, for which 
her weight is 112 pounds. 

Bullman rode Fannie Mills in the third race 
at Oakland last Friday. It was the boy’s first 
appearance in the saddle since his accident at 
Ingleside. He began work too soon, however. 
When he returned to the scales room after the 
race he could hardly lift his arm and suffered 
great pain. Bullman will not attempt to ride 
again for at least two weeks. In the meantime 
he will enjoy a trip to his home, which is in 
Montana. 

The Meadow Brook Steeplechase Association 
will give a day’s racing at the Westbury (L. I.) 
farm of Mr. W. C. Whitney on Saturday, April 
29. Seven events are to be run off, entries to 
same closing with H. G. Crickmore, No. 173 
Fifth avenue, on April 22. Five of the races are 
steeplechases, one is for farmers’ horses dis- 
tance one mile on the fiat, and the program will 
conclude with a quarter mile dash for polo 
ponies. 

At Little Rock, Monday, Whirlaway was let 
down and worked the fastest mile ever worked 
on the Little Rock Track, negotiating the dis- 
tance in 1:451. The Trimmer, a Derby candi- 
date, worked a half in :51, and Banquo II. ne- 
gotiated nine furlongs in 1 :58. Scores of others 
were given work to do, and did it in a satis- 
factory manner. 

It is reported that the buyer of the three-year- 
old oolt Judge Tarvin is the well known eastern 
bookmaker Mattie Corbett. 
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Col. W. L. Cassidy, of St. Louis, will have a 
try for the Montgomery Handicap with his 
good old mare Kittie B., and evidently with 
good reason, as the following from yesterday’s 
St. Louis Republic will show: “Whelan writes 
me that Kittie worked a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1 :50 flat with 115 pounds up over the Little 
Rock track, and I think that is good enough to 
justify her being sent to the post in the Mont- 
gomery,” said Colonel Cassidy yesterday. “The 
going at Memphis is something similar to that 
of the Little Rock track. If anything, I think 
Little Rock is deeper and more liable to cup 
out from under a horse’s hoofs. Pat Dunne’s 
Salvable, with 108 pounds cn his back, won the 
Montgomery Handicap last spring in a drive 
from Ornament, running the mile and a six- 
teenth in 1 :51. Figuring on this basis, it looks 
as though Kittie’s work at Little Rock is plenty 
good enough to give her a royal chance of win- 
ning the Montgomery. If she can work in 1:50, 
with 115 up, at Little Rock, I look for her to step 
to town over the Memphis track with ODly 
100 pounds on her back, which is her handi- 
cap in the Montgomery. Kittie’s work is the 
fastest of the season at Little Rock. She 
stepped the first quarter in 25, the half in 504, 
the three-quarters in 1:17, the mile in l:43i and 
the mile and a sixteenth in 1:50, My three-year- 
old Air Blast is a lazy loafer. Whelan writes 
me that he has to be punched out every foot of 
the route, and even then he’ll not tire himself. 
The best move he has made up to date was a 
mile in 1 :47. Captain May, who raced Air Blast 
last season, expects the colt to develop into one 
of the best three-year-olds of the western cir- 
cuit. I think I have one of the best two-year- 
olds in the west in Sir Robert, a brown colt by 
Patron — Pit-a-Pat. This fellow has worked a 
half in the deep going at Little Rock with 127 
pounds up in 534. This work ought to be good 
enough to win stakes up the line. Sir Robert is 
suffering with sore ankles and I have advised 
Whelan to go slow with the colt. This young- 
ster will hardly start before the St. Louis meet- 
ing. Joe Martin, a Great Tom colt, is Baid to 
be the best two-year old at Little Rock. He 
belongs to some Nashville parties and is a 
recent arrival at Clinton Park.” 

An express car containing twelve thorough- 
breds belonging to Barney Schreiber and D. A. 
Honig, the St. Louis horsemen, was destroyed by 
fire at Bagdad, Cal., Monday night. Schreiber’s 
consignment on the car was in charge of a 
groom named Mayfield, who wired brief details 
of the disaster to Martin Hubbell, Schreiber’s 
agent, who arrived at Woodlands Sunday from 
San FraDciaco. According to Mayfield’s dis- 
patch two of Schreiber’s horses, Schiller and 
Rosebeau, were saved. The Swain, two brood- 
mares and a two-year-old by Clieveden are sup- 
posed to have been destroyed. Dan Hoing is 
supposed to have had six horses on the car, 
including Zamar II., El Gartland II. and Our 
Climate, three well known performers. No 
information whatever concerning them was 
received up to a late hour last night. The 
Swain, who is supposed to have been destroyed, 
was a seven-year-old brown horse by Galore — 
Pride of the Village. Schreiber secured The 
Swain in California recently and expected to 
put him in the stud at Woodlands. Fortunately 
for Schreiber none of his good performers was 
on the car. Miss Marion, Good Hope, Jinks 
and Jerry Hunt, the four star performers of the 
Schreiber string at San Francisco, have not 
been shipped east yet. 

There is still hope that raeing may be re- 
sumed at Oakley this spriug, although the 
management of Oakley has not made any defi- 



nite aunoaucement as to the future of the 
Cincinnati track. However, the general im- 
pression has been that there would be no meet- 
ings there this year. The fact that the three 
most valuable stakes that were opened for the 
spring meeting of 1899 have not been declared 
off leads many to believe that these events will 
be run this spring. They are the Oakley Derby, 
The Buckeye Stakes and the Cincinnati Oaks. 
The first declarations of the three stakes were 
due last August, and second declarations are to 
be made next Saturday, April 1. The pres- 
ent indications are that there will be but little 
racing at Chicago this season, and this may en- 
courage the Cincinnati Jockey Club people to 
give a short meeting in the season of the year 
when desirable dates can be secured. — Cincin- 
nati Enquirer.
